ACCORDING TO A COMPETENT MILITARY COMMENTATOR IN LONDON, IT 
WOULD APPEAR THAT THE SMOLENSK SECTOR IS THE ONE IN WHICH THE 
GERMANS ARE STILL EXERTING THE GREATEST PRESSURE. HE POINTED OUT, 
HOWEVER, THAT THIS BATTLE HAS ALREADY BEEN GOING ON FOR OVER A 
FORTNIGHT ON A TREMENDOUS SCALE AND WITH THE UTMOST FIERCENESS, 
AND THAT SUCH A BATILE CANNOT CONTINUE INDEFINITELY; says British 
Wireless. 

On the ‘ali hand, it does not seem possible that a battle on such a vast_scale, 
where such confusion of the disposition of troops exists—large forces of opposing 
troops fighting behind each other’s advanced forces—can resolve itself into a static 
front. 

THE RESULT OF THE BATTLE WOULD APPEAR TO DEPEND ON WHETHER 
THE GERMANS CAN DEPLOY A SUFFICIENT NUMBER OF TROOPS AND ARMOUR- 
ED FORCES TO SUBDUE THE RUSSIAN RESISTANCE, OR WHETHER THE RUSSIANS 
CAN HANG ON AND EXHAUST THE GERMAN ARMIES. - 

It is believed the next few days may show which of these two alternatives will 
prove successful. In spite of many reports of large German concentrations on the Bul-

It may seem strange that 
this has not happened in the Colony before, for the idea 
uf limitation of a single meal, so that the balance may 
go to some patriotic or charitable cause, is certainly not 
new. It was widely practised, for example, in fascist 
countries in Europe, where of course it was dictated froin 
above aiid madé. compulsory on the whole community. 
General Goering—an_apt promoter of rediiced diet as an 
end th itself—uséd to insist that subriissive citizens of the 
Third Réich shoula go withsut theft ersatz sausige in 
order that there might be more Messerschmitts, and so 
forth. The results, if not ‘enthusiastic, were certainly im- 


pressivé.

* Meatless meals,’” ‘‘one~-course dinners,” and other 
variations on the same theme of.self-denial through the 
stomach, have ‘ince been widely popularised in many 
countries. But there is a clear difference in principle be- 
tween the sort of thing that is clamped down from above 
by a totalitarian regime, and the spontaneous and volun- 
tary movement of a body of citizens to contribute to a 


cause they believe in.* 


Mr, Winston Churehill, who is a 
healthy realist in all matters per- 
taining to food and drink, pointed 
out in a recent speech some of the 
effects of shortened diet on indus- 
trial workers in Britain. “To a 
‘large exterit,” he sald, “we have 
been driven back from carnivorous 
to jherbivorous meals. which may 
be satisfactory to dietetic sclen- 
tists who would like to make us 
ail live on nuts, but has produced 
a definite effect on the output of 
heavy workers.’”

scrap meal during that time, 

DIFFICULT CONDITIONS 
Comdr, Woodruffe next referred 

to the conditions under which the 
crews worked, Below decks !t was 
‘terribly stuffy although in the 
gun-houses Jt was not so bad 
Those working below deck knew 
nothing of what was going on above 
All they had to do was to keep on 
supplying the guns, “The enemy 
attack lasted without a pause for 
almost twenty-seven hours”, sald 
Comdr.

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ORGANISATION, FUNCTIONS 
AND TRAINING OF 
BRITAIN’'S HOME GUARD 


A number of interesting details in connexion with the 
organisation and functions of Britain’s Home Guard were 
Tevealed in the course of a discussion between Sir Fred- 
erick Whyte, K.C.SL, former political adviser to the Chi- 
nese- National Government, and General Henry Rowan- 
Robinson, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., which was broadcast from 


mr, 


London on Wednesday. 


In answer to a question) 
from Sir Frederick, General 
Rowan - Robinson explained 
how the Home Guard came 
into being. It was formed, 
he said, to cope with the new 
methods cf invasion which 
the Germans had _ practised 
in Holland, Belgium and 
France. The Home Guard 
was not really an organisa- 
tion Lo meet. armoured forces, 
but more to prevent, landings‘ 
by parachute troops. 

SINGLE RESISTANCE 

“The idea.” sald Gen. Rowan- 
Robinson, “is ta organise the 
whole country into a single unit 
of resistance. It was an entlrely 
new idea and the members are or- 
ganised and armed to meet con- 
ditions of invasion, but they would, 
of course, play a large part in the 
defence plans.” 

Sir Frederick: What is the Home 
Guard? What does it consist of? 

Gen. Rowan-Robinson: It Is 
really a great body of ctvillans 
turned soldiers far the time being. 
It is composed of men who are 
elther too old or too young to get 
into the actua) fighting services, 
but {t does not take away a single 
man from the army, navy or alr, 
force. 

Sir Frederick: 
functions? 

Gen. Rowan-Robinson: Their 
chief functions are local de- 
fence. They watch and report 
landings by the enemy in any 
locality. In addition, they keep 
an eye on the food problems 
and act as guides for the re- 
gular troops passing through 
their districts. 

Sir Frederick: If they do all this, 
why are they not part of the re- 
gular army? 

Gen. Rowan-Robinson: They are.! 
The army ts the essential striking 
force, but In a big attack, ‘the 
army must be able to fight in any 
Part of the world.

Gen. Rowan-Robinson: The 
advantages are not all on one 
side. German parachutists can 
be shot down as they are land- 
ing or after they haye reached 
the ground. Then these para- 
chutists, even If they escape 
this attack, have to move 
along unknown roads. They 
may meet road blecks and then 
they come to villages. And in 
the meantime, they must get 
ammunition and how are they 
going to replace this ammuni- 
tion as they will constantly be 
meeting the Home Guard.

MANY DIFFICULTIES

Sir Frederick agreed that any‘ 
invasion of Britain from the alr 
would be faced with many diffi- 
culties. 

Gen. Rowan-Robinson added that 
apart from this it had to be re- 
membered that the Home Guard 
would be fighting in defence of 
their own homes and country and 
that had ‘great effect. 

Sir Frederick suggested that 
victory depended not so much 

_ on the advantages which one 

party had over the other, but 

on the determination to de- 
feat and conquer the enemy. 

He inquired how the Home 

Guard was being trained and 

organised to carry out their

Gen. Rowan-Robinson said that 
In che Home Guard a platoon con- 
sisted of thirty men in a hamlet 
and 200 in a large village, The 
Home Guard did not man obser- 
vation posts and training was car- 
ried out three evenings a week, 
with field exercises on Sundays. 

The Home Guard was under the 

direct order of the army. In fact 
it was the army’s eyes and ears.! 
By the information they give and 
the . delay they impose on the 
enemy, they woulft give the army 
commander time to execute his 
plans. The Home Guard was al- 
ways under military law.

surveys have been and are being’ 
made.

carried out. Up till now the gen- 
erating capacity of the’ electric 
power plants in the south-weStern 
provinces has been increased by 
twenty five per cent over 1937 and 
an additional capacity of 20,000 
kilowatts will be put into operation 
In the near future when the in- 
stallation is completed, 

In order to minimise the losses 
due to alr-raids, some of the power 
plants as well as many manufac- 
turing factories have been install 
in dug-outs specially designed for 
them. The largest dug-out which 
houses one cotton mill has a space 
Of 10.343 cubic feet.

Possible Solutions 


DAMASCUS, July 31 (Reuter) - 
Establishment of the new regime 
in Syria and Lebanon following 
the departure of the Vichy au. 
thorities has raised a number ol 
political problems. 

Varlous solutions have deen 
suggested in political circles’nere. 

The relationship between Syria 
and Lebanon and between these 
two territories and their Arab 
neighbours also had to be settled. 

It Js thought that a congress 
of politicians from Syria and 
Lebanon will be held to discuss 
possible solutions and thelr con- 
clusion will be laid before the 
AlHed authorities. 

Meanwhile, the policy of the 
Allies in Syria was defined by 
Genera] de Gaulle In a speech to 
a large gathering of Syrians in 
Damascus 

The time had come, he sald, 
to discuss conditions for the su 
vereignty and independence of 
Byria and to settle the terms for a 
sincere alliance. 


STRATEGIC REASONS 


General de Gaulle spoke of the 
links between the real Syria and 
the real France and sald the Allies 
entered the country for strategic 
reasons to prevent the establisn- 
ment of a regime that was a form 
of modern slavery. 

Recalling the British Govern- 
ment’s statement repudiating all 
political aims in Syria, he declar- 
ed the simultaneous action by the 
Free French and British would 
strengthen the independence of 
Syria and Lebanon from thé Tigris 
to the Mediterranean. 

He added that the war against 
the Axis was going in favour of 
the Allies and signs of total vic- 
tory were already appearing on 
the horizon. 


LOSSES IN CHUKI 


Life ang property losses caused 
by the Japanese invasion of 
Chuki in Chekiang last May have 
peen ascertained, following a thor- 
ough investigation by the Chuki 
magistracy. 

According to statistics released, 
4.978 households were reduced to 
a destitute state. Altogether 941 
civilians were killed, 413 wounded, 
and 147 missing. Houses demuli- 
shed numbered 9,603 and 397 oxen 
and cowa were either seized or 
slaughtered. The total property 
damage is estimated at $20,250,000 
(Chinese currency).
